The Great Legislative Buriesque 
Now on Show in Congress.

A Picture of the Alleged Discussion--- 
The Posing ef Bill Morrison, Sup- 
posed Leader of the Democratic Side

WASHINGTON, April 28.—In the House of Rep- 
résentatives. there is at present a peculiar com- 
bination of legislative circumstances known to 
the world as tariff debates. The faithful associ- 
ated press reporters present to the public the 
routine reports of these debates, so called, but 
utterly miss the spirit of the great legislative bur- 
jesque. From what does this debate derive its 
name. No one debates. There is no discussion.

FIRED BY HOODLUMS. 


Gallant Rescue of Hight Souls 
From a Burning Building. 

A Handy Ladder Which Prevented a 
Sickening Horror—Scenes and Inci- 
dents of the Rescue-Why the Hoodlums 
Started the Fire. 


The reign of terror which has been for some 
months past sustained by hoodlums in the Seven- 
teenth Ward, culminated early this morning in an 
act of incendiarism, which very nearly resulted in 
the destruction of eight lives. Several fires which 
occurred lately within the region named are 
known to have been ‘caused by incendiar- 
les, but, until this morning, no 
case was known in which direct threats, 


uttered within the hearing of several persons, 
preceded the incendiary act, and it is believed 
that, from information obtained regarding those 
who made the threat, the police, by the exercise 
of very ordinary detettive ability, will be atle to 
run down and break up Ove ot the most desperate 
gangs of hvodiumsin the > The fire which 
startled the neighborhood of Jefferson avenue 
and Market street this morning was the inevita- 
ble outcome of unchecked hoodiumism, and 
it was by the luckiest kind of aceident that 
it fell short of bein one of the most 
horrible occurrences wituln the history of local 
fires. It originated in the lower one of three 
wooden watersheds situated on the southeast 
corner of Mr. Ulrici’s three-story brick stores 
and dwelling houses on the southeast corner of 
Market street and Jeffersou avenue, Close by 
where the fire was started was a wooden dump 
waiter up which the flames shot with mad veloci- 
ty from r to floor, ahd in a very few momente 
haa full possessivn of the galeries which spread 
clear across the back of the outiding. The flames 
were first noticed by J. J. Isaacs, wno lives at No. 
232 Beaumont street, and who at onceran to Eu- 
vine House No. 10, just two doors south of the 
burning building, and gave the alarm. e fire- 
men responded promptly. Capt. Barry, followed by 
members of his company,ran to the Market street 
tront of the burning building, aud kicked im the 
doors to the residences ve, and ran up the 
stairs to the second-story floor.

Superintendent Beck of the Poor House 
in an Unfortunate Position—He is 
Charged With an Assault on Virtue 
and an Unmanly Revenge.

A few days ago a document was placed in the 
hands of Mayor Ewing, which was quite startling 
in character, and fairly took his breath away, in. 
asmuch as it imported simply borrid things con- 
cerning the superintendent of one of the most 
Important of the city’s institutions, He was at 
first in doubt as to whether he should investigate 
the matter himself, or refer it to some judicial 
body. This afternoon he determined that it 
would be best to give the subject 
over into the hands of the board of charities, 


masmuch as it came specially within their pro- 
vince, and their findings would be accepied as 
Untinged by any feeling of favoritism or enmity.

I hereby inclose the affidavit to 
you, and refer the whole matter to your Board, 
with the request that you will make a prompt in- 
vestigation thereof, and at the same time exam- 
me carefully into the general character cf the su- 
perintendent and the workings and conduct of 
the institution. 

Full authority herein is accorded to your Board 
by the provisions of R. O., 1881, chapter 4, sec- 
tion 4, ana it is my desire that your investigation 
will be thorongh aud conclusive.

Mrs. Slayter is a widow about thirty or 
thirty-five years of age, who wears 
full mourning, 3 is small in stature, vivacious, 
intelligent and handsome. Her dress and deport- 
ment suggest her to be rather a society lady than 
an institutional employe, and she will make quite 
a formidable witness if she tells with any snow 
of consistency the story which the affidavit out- 
lines. The affidavit is as follows:

Beck, Superintendent of th 
Poor House in the City St. ais, 
did, ona day between Curistmas and New 
in 1883, throw himself across 
the person of Mary Sluyter, and acted in a most 
insuitipg and disgraceful manner, while she was 
sitting on a chair. In the beginutn of angers, 

m. Beck requested as. Mary 
to come into bis of- 
business, and as soon 
as she entered the office the dour was closed and 
securely fastened behind her by Mr. Beck. She 
was requested by that eentlemau to take a seat 
near his desk, whith she did. Mr. Beck then 
opened a drawer in his desk and took therefrom 
some articles, showing them to Mrs. Sluyter, and 
informing her they were for the purpose of pre- 
venting all possibility of harm coming to her in 
satistylug his lustful desires,and at the same 
time giving her to understand that 
unless she complied with his wishes her- 
self and her father, who was also employed at 
the Poor House would be discharged. Abont 
a week later Wm. Beck entered the sewing- 
room where Mrs, Mary Sluyter was working, 
and asked Ler if she had made up her mind to 
comply with his wishes, saying, “If you have 
made up your mind you can meet me atthe big 
gate, and I will take you lu my buggy and drive 
you down the road wherej no one can see us.” 
Mrs. Sluyter told Mr. Beck to let her alone, or 
she would teil his wile how he was acting 
towards ber. The followmg Wednesday 
Mr. Beck entered the pew- 
Ing.- room where Mrs. Siuyter was employed, and 
said: ell, Mollie, have you made up your 
mind? It so, I Want you to tell me, and any time 
you name 1 will meet you at tbe big gate aud 
drive you down the road.’’ The following week 
William Beck informed Mrs. Mary Sluyter that 
she did not treat him as she ongft, and shouid not 
be so dilatory in complying with his request. He 
then notifiea her that she could no longer work ip 
the sewing-rooin, but would be sent to do the hal! 
work for a few days to see if it 
would bring her to a proper sense of her duties 
and at the end of that time, if she still remame 
stubborn, ana refused to comply with his de- 
mands, herself and her father would be dismissed 
from service at the Poor House. Mrs. Beck was 
then informed of the shameful manner in which 
ner busband was prosecuting Mrs. Siuyter, and in 
the presence of his wife Mr. Beck promised Mrs. 
Sluyter to vehave better in the future, and 
not to speak of the subject she found and 
obnoxious if she would not expose him as she 
had threatened to do to the proper authorities. 
Mrs. Beck also begged Mrs. Sluyter not to ex- 
pose her husband, tnat he might lose his situation 
through his conduct, and then herself and chil- 
dren would be the sufferers.

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SITTING DOWN. 

It is impossible to glance in the most cur- 
sory manner over the current political news 
without being impressed by the greater 
energy, activity and zeal which prevail in 
the Republican camp, by the greater space 
and importance given to the transactions and 
interests of Republicanism as compared with 
Democracy.

RAILROAD ASSESSMENT. 

The Kansas City Times tenders the free 
use of its columns to the State Board of 
Equalization for an explanation of the rea- 
sons which influence that body to assess the 
railroads of Missouri with their 4,305 miles 
of track and all their rolling stock, etc., at a 
valuation of enly $36,871,955. 

The explanation called for by the Times 
would be mighty interesting. reading, and 
might perhaps tlear up what is at present a 
very dark mystery to the minds of most tax- 
payers. The property so assessed cost atleast 
three times the amount of the assessment 
and is now earning good dividends for the 
owners on a valuation six times as much as 
the State assessment. The man who buys a 
house in St. Louis and pays one-fourth 
down, mortgaging it forthe balance, has to 
pay taxes on the full value, and the same 
law applies to the assessment of these roads. 
If they are mortgaged for haif or three- 
fourths their value, the aggregate 
of stock and bond indebtedness is 
only the cash valuation of the property 
as estimated by the owners, and when they 
make it pay interest and dividends at the 
rate of 7 per cent. on that amount, the 
reason for assessing it at only one-sixth of 
the sum is by no means obvious to the com- 
mon mind. 

The Times indorses Judge Firtip’s re- 
markable opinionsin theGranger cases and in 
the California railroad tax cases, and wants 
the Democrats to neminate him for Pres- 
ident.

“What in thunder do the newspapers want 
of me? Can't a fellow move about without 
being captured by reporters? Do I look like 
a Jumbo, a sacred white elephant orean im- 
roved specimen of the American dude? 
ewspapers are a curse anyway. They have 
ruined America and are ruining Englud. 
Please let me go.“ ö 
The foregoing little speech was the saluta- 
tion addressed to a Mail and Express re- 
porter in the lobby of the Hoffman House 
this morning by the Eari of Aylesford. The 
remarks were delivered ina loud tone that 
attracted the attention of the bystanders. 
The Earl, however, seemed good-natured 
and siniled as he spoke. The reporter hav- 
ing assured his lorfship of his high respect 
foi such a distinguished visitor was invited 
into the richiy-furnished saloon, where the 
health of England and America was drunk 
standing and in silence. ‘This little diversion 
appeared to inspire the Earl of Aylesford 
with an improved Opinion of newspaper

„What do think of America?“ he said.

The y express of the early dars was next 
illustrated, showing how the carriers of letters 
‘and dispatches rode over the prairies through the 
wild Indian country before the telegraph system 
was introduced, and also showing the rapid man- 
ner im which they effected change of horses 
Next a batiered old stage coach filled with passen- 
gers came through one of the gates and went. 
Whirling around the circle. At one point it was 
attacked by ambushed Indians. The rattle of 
discharging fire-arms timmediately filled the air 
and when the passengers seemed at the mercy of 
the red Savages, down swooped Dr. 
Carver and his band of cow-boys to the rescue. 
Several Indians bit the dust, in a theatric way, 
and the others were driven to shelter; one pas- 
senger was killed and several wounded, only in a 
mimic way, of course, After the stage coach 
incident, an Indian on foot outrana pony ina 
100-yard race. Dr. Carver then did some wonder- 
ful shooting on foot and on horseback, splitting 
orange@and glass balls as fast as they were 
thrown in the air, even when his horse was 
runuing at full tilt, and also bitting small coin as 
it 7 through the air, Cow- boys rode bucking 
and Kicking ponies, Texas steers, elk and buffalo 
bareback, hey lassoed wild cattie,and after the 
Indians had done their war and scalp dauces the 
entertainment concluded with a thrilling picture 
of a fight with Indians,or a hunt on the plains. A 
single hunter resting on the grass while his horse 
grazed at his head is surprised by a band of red 
men, Who began circling about and firing at him: 
he responds with his revolver, and, although 
badly wounded, keeps up the fight until Dr. 
Carver and his cowboys come to the rescue. lu 
the conflict that ensues three Indians are killed 
aud the wounded hunter is carried away by one 
of the pale faces while the others make prisoners 
of the savage band, The performayce is one of 
the most original and pleasing ever given here. 
It will be repeated at the Fair Grounds every 
afternoon this week, beginning at 3 o’clock.
